Mr. K am inen w as born Dec. 18, 
1874 in V ahakayro, Vaasan Laani, 
Finland. Survivors are a daughter 
in Finland, Miss Ilm i K am inen; a 
sister, M rs. Josephine K aukola of 
Rock; a brother Oscar, of 
Rock 
and m any other relatives here. 
Mr. K am inen cam e to Ishpem ­ 
ing from Finland in 1897, stayed 
in A m erica three years and w ent 
back to his native land. In 1904, 
he and his father cam e to A m eri­ 
ca. He w as a paper hanger and 
decorator by trade. Times 
w ere 
so hard then, they couldn’t 
get 
w ork even in the mines, 
so 
he 
cam e to the area west 
of 
Rock 
and bought a forty of tim ber land 
for $400. The

now live on the site.

If he won with the ten, East's 
s u b s e q u e n t lead of the heart 
queen would deliver four tricks to 
the defense (along with the club 
ace); and if South let East win with 
the heart eight. W est would mere­ 
ly have to duck East's heart re­ 
turn. maintaining defensive com­ 
munications 
Would the suggestetd play for 
East 
the heart eight rather than 
the queen 
fall into the realm of 
double-dummy play 7 
In other 
words, did he have to be second- 
sighted? No! West's opening lead, 
marked declarer with three cards 
higher than the three-spot. 
If 
South had the heart ace, it would 
not matter what card East played. 
since South would certainly hold 
up his ace for two rounds, cut­ 
ting the East-West commumca- 
tions; but if South lacked the ace. 
he might easily be held to one 
h< art trick by East s keeping the 
queen to smother dummy’s jack 
on a later return.
